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—Prohibition in Providence, R. I., for the last six 
months of 1886, reduced the arrests for drunkeniess 
from 2,457 in the corresponding period of the previous 
year to 1,452, The police officers of that city tell us 
that the decrease of crime is in about the same ratio. 
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—At the annual meeting of the Woman’s Board, held 
last week in New Haven, one of the missionaries from 
India expressed her opinion that the Lord’s Supper 
must soon be taken into the zenanas. Of course she 
| meant by women, as men are not allowed access to them. 
This does not necessarily raise the question of ordination 
of women, for just as baptism by unordained women is 
everywhere held to be valid, so the other sacrament 
might be administered by women unordained. Yet, 

when a woman is empowered to teach and administer 

baptism and the Lord’s Supper, there will be nothing 
| left to distinguish her from one who is ordained. 


—Formosa is by no means an old mission field (twenty- 
two years), but it is getting ready to send missionaries to 
its heathen neighbors in the Pescadore Islands. The 
native Christians have liberally responded to the sugges- 
tion of the missionaries, and quite a sum of money has 
been offered. One man gave $50, a congregation of ten 

{members gave $4, another, of aborigines, gave $8, and 
another $28. One of the subscribers was a woman 
sixty-two years old. Though extremely poor and a 


widow, she brought 50 cash (about twopence) and cast

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French armies, respectively, as they stand ona peace and 
on a war footing. It appears therefrom that it is possible 
for each of these powers, in case of war, to put an army 
of two and a half million of drilled soldiers into the field. 
The armies of the other great powers—Russia, Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, and Great Britain—are smaller, but, if 
not compared with those of Germany and France, they 
still appear colossal. Russia supports nearly eight hun- 
dred thousand soldiers in time of peace, and could put 
two million three hundred thousand into the field were 
hostilities to break out. Austria-Hungary has a peace 
armament of about three hundred thousand men, and a 
force of a little over a million for warlike purposes. Italy 
keeps only about one hundred and seventy thousand men 
with the colors, although what is known as the “perma- 
nent army’ numbers more than seven hundred thousand. 
Great Britain provides for an army, exclusive of the 
forces employed in India, of one hundred and forty 
thousand officers and men. _ If, however, Great Britain 
were to be involved in war, her army could be swelled 
by the reserves, militia, and volunteers to a body of half 
a million of men. 

—A movement is on foot among the native professors 
of the University of Japan, at Tokio, and others, to 
found at Tokio an institute and college for women, to 
receive about twelve house boarders and 100 day pupils. 
Many of these gentlemen have been in England, some 
have studied there, and have carefully observed English 
life and habits of thought. Their observations have led 
them to propose that their ladies’ college in the ‘England 
of the East” should be under the control of four English 
ladies. They also desire that these ladies should be of 
the Church of England, and that they should be per- 
fectly free, and, indeed, welcome, to convert their pupils 
to the Christian faith. They openly say that Buddhism 
is powerless to raise a nation. The scheme has been laid 
before the committee of the Ladies’ Association for Pro- 
moting Female Education in Heathen Countries, in con- 
nection with the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel. So remarkable did it appear to them that, 
though’ all the funds of the association were already 
pledged to maintain existing work, they undertook to 
raise a special fund to pay for the passages and outfits of 
the ladies, and a supplementary salary to that promised 
by the college. Two ladies have volunteered to go out 
at their own charge. 

—But the grand tones of the organ are sounding out, 
and Dr. Parker has ascended the pulpit. I do not be- 
lieve that the Archbishop of Canterbury or the Pope of 
Rome enters the pulpit with as much of the magisterial 
air as the Temple preacher. And why not? -I think it 
is Mr. Lowell who tells of a man who was so heavy “that 
his shadow falling upon a boy, killed him.’ Dr. Parker 
called this story to my memory, the first time I ever 
heard him preach, and that first impression remains after 
frequent subsequent visits to the Temple. Dr. Parker 
is a big, heavy man with a big, heavy voice; and he 
preaches big, heavy sermons, in big, heavy words. If 
you think this is simply an effort at epigrammatic ex- 
pression, go and see and hear for yourself. I have never 
heard a light tone; I have never observed a light move- 
ment_(except in the dexterous use of his notes). His 
voice is sometimes high, but never light; his gestures 
are sometimes extended at arm’s-length; but it is al- 
ways the arms of.a giant. The preacher's delivery is 
slow and ponderous. Every word, every inflection of 
the voice, every movement of the body, head or hands, 
seems weighed, considered, and used for effect. Even 
the facial expressions appear to have been practiced. 
And again, why not? Why should not a preacher in 
his pulpit ministrations use all the means that God and 
nature have placed within his power?

A SHORT SERMON.

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effectual for good upon others as well as upon himself, 
his theory, however orthodox it may be, will amount 
to nothing. 

A thoroughly selfish man has in him an evil spirit, 
which can only be cast out by Him who, while on the 
earth, cast out devils and raised to life the dead. Selfish 
people never inaugurate any benevolent movement, or 
mature any plan of action for the good of others that 
will cost them a penny. There are men in every com- 
munity who attend the Sunday-school, but never have 
a penny for the collection. They attend church, but 
steal much of their preaching. They pay five dollars 
when they should pay forty. 

Very selfish people keep in the old ruts, and lift up 
their heads and growl like bears when called on to help 
society by subscription or contribution. They want 
the “best end” in every trade, the best seat in the coach, 
and the best pew in the church. They want the best 
sermons at the price of the poorest. They want pro- 
tection without taxation. While others “beat the 
bush” they stand ready to “catch the bird.” They are 
like the man who, during the war of the rebellion, 
said “he was ready to help suppress the rebellion if he 
had to sacrifice all his wife’s relations.” They sacri- 
fice what costs them nothing—if that can be called a 
sacrifice. They belong to the class that Solomon spoke 
of when he said, “The sacrifices of the wicked are an 
abomination to the Lord.”” Some people are weary and 
sick on the Sabbath and fail to attend church, but have 
health and physical vigor all other days of the week. 

Selfishness shows itself in a great variety of ways, 
and selfish people quite frequently think all others 
selfish but themselves. At a social gathering the com- 
pany was treated with apples. A very aged and ven- 
erable lady sat in the middle of the room. The apples 
were passed to her first. There was a very large apple 
on the top of the dish, evidently designed for the ven- 
erable woman. When she took it from the dish a 
young lady remarked to a friend, “See that selfish old 
woman; I meant to have had that apple myself.” That 
is just the spirit of selfish people the world over. 
Many years ago a clergyman in New Hampshire was 
requested in time of a great drouth to pray for rain. He 
did so, but he was very careful to tell the Lord that 
“he wanted the rain to fall very moderately and for 
many hours, to saturate the dry and thirsty earth.” 
He prayed that “it might not fall in torrents, and so 
disturb the face of nature and injure the growing 
crops.” How selfish! How willful and unreasonable 
is a selfish man! 

Another man prayed for rain, but his prayers were 
not answered. He was afraid of lightning and wanted 
the rain, but no thunder and lightning. As his prayers 
were unanswered and his crops were suffering, he 
finally decided to offer a submissive prayer, and in his 
great want prayed, “‘O Lord, send down the rain, thun-

St. Paul was one of the few men living in his day 
who called things by their right name. Having learned 
that the church in Philippi was in need of help—that 
she needed spiritual teachers and advisers—Paul wrote 
the church that as soon as it was possible for him to do 
80 he would send Timothy to visit them, for he had no 
other man at that time “who was like-minded, who 
would naturally care for their state.” Paul then gives 
the reason why Timothy was the only man on whom 
he could rely: “For all seek their own, not the things 
which are Jesus Christ’s.”” Other men at that place 
and at that time were selfish, ‘for all seek their own.” 

Selfishness is an evil so common and one that has 
been in the world so long, that people generally have 
been governed by it, and some have learned to love it. 
A miserly man will nurse his selfishness until he be- 
comes useless as a member of society. Selfishness is 
exclusive regard for one’s own interest. A very selfish 
person does not regard the welfare of others, only so 
far as it will more certainly promote his own selfish in- 
terests. Selfish peoyle always want the “lion’s share” 
of everything, and will be satisfied with nothing less. 
In this respect they fail to resemble the Son of God, 
who “pleased not himself.” We have head religion 
enough to make us tenfold better than we are, but that 
does not save us from being selfish. Selfishness has its 
seat in the heart, not in the head. Unless a man puts 
his heart and life into his religion, so as to make it 
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der, lightning, and all!” He was like some people who 
want a revival of religion, but they want it to come in 
their way. They do not want excitement; they do not 
want noise. They want everything done in a very “or- 
derly way.”” They do not want any brother or sister to 
get excited and make loud prayers, and give loud ex- 
hortations. They are afraid of thunder and lightning. 
Still they want rain, but it does not come. 

Now, brethren, if we really want salvation we must 
let God come in his own way, either in “a still small 
voice, or asa mighty rushing wind.” Do not be selfish. 
Seek the good of others, and let all our selfishness be 
crucified, that God may be honored and his work be 
revived all around us. There is too much “red tape” 
in the church. Weare too particular and nice about 
forms and ceremonies. Our prayer should be, “O 
Lord, revive thy work.” If our faith and works are 
io harmony with this prayer the blessing of salvation 
will not long be withheld, for “the Lord’s hand is not 
shortened that it can not save, or his ear heavy that it 
can not hear.”

LETTER FROM BOSTON, MASSACHUSETTS. 


Notwithstanding all our wickedness we are not in 
the “hot place” so far as material temperature is con- 
cerned, for we are now enduring the cold of fourteen 
degrees below zero; but, thank God, no material cold 
is cold enough to congeal human sympathy and broth- 
erly affection, or to freeze up the love of the children 
of God tor man; nor is any material fire hot enough to 
burn out the power of conscience, the freedom of the 
will, or one’s ability to give his heart and life either to 
God or to evil. I say evil because man’s manhood and 
accountability depends upon his freedom of will and 
choice, ahd his greatness and glory upon his choice of 
the will of God. Speaking of human freedom and 
ability very naturally, here in Boston just now, turns 
one’s thoughts to the “Andover controversy” which 
has for a few years been going on, especially in the 
Andover Theological School, in the Orthodox Con- 
gregational denomination, in the lectures of Joseph 
Cook, and generally more or less among believers in 
the Calvinistic theology wherever found. This wide, 
extended dissension is the result of the “Progressive 
Theology,” as the teachings of Professors Smythe, 
Tucker, Harris, Chard, and Hicks is called, for their 
views have kindled that which burns in private con- 
verse, in newspapers, magazines, pamphlets, books, in 
pulpits, religious convocations, and powerfully agitates 
and warms the missionary board of the Congregational 
brotherhood. This flight of thought, and moral and 
religious principle, as some think, has not yet ended, 
nor.will it end very soon, for “the mills of the gods 
grind slowly.” The powerful blows of Luther which fell 
on the corruption of the papal church four hundred 
years ago have not yet purified it, nor have the im- 
mortal teachings of the Son of God brought the world 
into harmony with truth, justice, and love. No; the 
contest goes on and willgo on. Its present stage has 
produced charges against Prof. Smythe and his four 
associates, and the trial of one, which is virtually a 
trial ofall. The charges are variously reported; viz., 
for “heresy” and for “breach of trust.” No verdict 
has been given, or report rendered by the visitors who 
heard the testimony and arguments, but Prof. Edward 
A. Park, who is opposed to the “new departure,” writ- 
ing on this subject says, “The main spirit of the ‘new de- 
parture’ is antagonistic to the main spirit of the An- 
dover creed in its relation to the doctrines of total 
depravity, the atonement, and future punishment.” 

It would eertainly be valuable, as a matter of history, 
fn the study of this subject, to have the entire creed 
before us, but in a letter of this kind its length ex- 
cludes it; even the quotations which I append from it 
would not be given if they were not essential to a clear 
understanding of the facts. 

The creed states: 
1. That in the Godhead are three persons, the Father, 


the Son, and the Holy Ghost; and that these three are 
one God, the same in substance, equal in power and 


lory. 
. 2. That in consequence of his [Adam’s] disobedience 
all his descendants were constituted sinners. 

3. That by nature every man is personally sapeered, 
destitute of holiness, unlike and opposed to God. 

4. That being morally incapable of recovering the 
image of his Creator, which was lost in Adam, every 
man is justly exposed to eternal damnation. 

5. That God, of his mere good pieoonre, from all 
eternity elected some to everlasting life.

6. That the only redeemer of the elect is the eternal 
Son of God, who, for this purpose, became man and 
continues to be God and man in two distinct natures 
and one person forever. 

7. That the righteousness of Christ is the only 
ground ot a sinner’s justification. 

at bo means whatever can change the heart of 
a sinner avd make it holy. 

9 That the wicked will awake to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt, and with devils be plunged into the 
lake that burneth with fire and brimstone forever and 





ever. 

10. That God, according to the counsel of his own 
will, and for his own glory, hath foreordained whatso- 
ever cometh to pass. 

Now if this tenth question is an expression of abso- 
lute truth, God must have foreordained that I should 
write this letter, that I should make these quotations 
exactly as they have been made, and that if any one is 
displeased with the selection and arraignment of them, 
it follows that God foreordained the dissatisfaction for 
doing that which he [God] foreordained I should do; 
therefore, we would better take all in a pleasant way 
and feel to rejoice in each other’s apparent unjust and 
disagreeable ways, inasmuch as God is working in us 
to do all that we do. I shall not make any more drafts 
upon this part of “the creed,” for if God foreordains 
whatsoever comes to pass, he foreordains that here ends 
the first lesson from the creed. 

In the name of reason, in the name of common sense, 
in the name of sympathy and benevolence, in the name 
of the New Testament, in the name of Jesus,and in 
the name of Him who is too wise to make mistakes and 
too good to do wrong, we ask if it is not time for a new 
departure and a new theology at Andover? Millions 
of voices answer affirmatively; but did the reform at 
Andover begin properly? Has it been carried on 
legitimately? Let us see. In order to a professorship 
in the Andover Theological School certain things were 
essential ; viz., every professor in the Andover Theolog- 
ical School must be, at the time of his induction into his 
ofice— 

1. An “orthodox and consistent Calvinist.” 

2. ‘“‘He shall on the day of his inauguration publicly 
make and subscribe a solemn declaration of his faith’’ 
in the creed from which I have quoted above. 

3 He promises also to maintain and inoulcate the 
Christian faith as expressed in the creed (which he re- 
peats at the time of his inauguration) ia opposition, 
not only to atheists and infidels, but to “Jews, papists, 
Mahometans, Arians, Arminians, Socinians, Unitarians, 
and Universalists; and to all heresies and errors ancient 
and modern.” 

4. This he reaffirms, as at the first, every five years; 
and, 

5. He must be satisfactory to the trustees. 

Have these professors complied with the above con- 
ditions? Are they satisfactory to the visitors, that is, 
the trustees, to-day? Did they believe the creed to be 
true when they solemoly affirmed their faithin it? If 
80, in view of their teaching, they must since have had 
reason to change their views. And if so, how can they 
as honest men, as Christian men, as they claim to be, 
continue to hold their positions, receive their salaries, 
and teach theories and doctrines antagonistic to the 
creed? They have made their defense. In it they 
claim that the creed was intended by the founders of 
the Andover Seminary to be a liberal one; that a legal 
decision was given sixty years ago by one who knew 
the founders of the school and who was familiar with 
what they intended; that they [the founders] did not 
wish it to be narrow nor bigoted, but with it allowed a 
wholesome intellectual liberty; that such liberty has 
been allowed in the past; that Prof. Smythe and others 
have not violated their solemn professions of faith in 
the creed and oaths to teach it by using their liberty as 
to it and as to their instruction in theology, nor have 


they been guilty of any “breach of trust” in receiving . 


compensation for services rendered as teachers. Such 
is the line of their defense, 


My letter is already too long to go more into the de- 
tail of the defense. I have said enough to give the 
readers of my letter quite a clear idea of the Andover 
controversy. I do not see in the letter or in the spirit 
of the Andover creed intellectual liberty. Oa the con- 
trary, it looks to me like a cast-iron affair by which 
the Scriptures should be expounded. As I look at it, 
Prof. Smythe and the others should have declined the 
invitations of the authorities of the school to be 
teachers in it. They should not have taken the places. 
offered them with any mental reservations. I do not 
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know that they did, but it looks so to me. Let the, 
y . his opinion as to the best method of doing this. 


teachers at Andover be believers in the obvious mean- 
ing of the document. If such can not be found, let 
the old buildings of the school, on the beautiful hill in 
that fine old town, stand vacant and unused—a dead 
memorial of a cruel and dying theology, until it is dead, 
and then let them stand as a monument of the folly of 
an attempt to bind the expanding mind of man to a 
doctrine so destitute of sympathy, kindness, hope, 
reason, and love as that which denies us of freedom to 
grow, to do, and to love. If, however, teachers shall 
be found to teach the old theology, and if students can 
be found to study it, the protesting professors would 
reccive the applause of a hopeful and admiring people, 
and good trustees would see thousands upon thousands 
of dollars laid upon the altars of the new movement, 
and the glory of the second temple would far exceed 
that of the first.

Largely on accountof the fact that 
my mind was occupied with the Convention work I have 
resigned everything but the care of the Milford Church. 
I have tried to conduct the office without great expense 
to begin with; but it was necessary to make some ex- 
penditures, of which mostof the points will be plain from 
my accounts submitted to you. But because ot spend- 
ing much money in the preparation of the Quadrennial 
Book I have been subjected to great financial pressure, 
which is increasing rather than lessening. I respectfully 
ask that I be aided out of my difficulties as soon as pos- 
sible.

the Christmas call. 

It seemed to the secretary judicious, as far as possible, 
to select prominent days of the calendar upon which to 
take up the various collections. Hence, Christmas was 
selected as the first. The next day probably available is 
Easter; the next will be Children’s Day. 

Therefore I issued a call, according to the vote of the 
Convention, first for education, and I mentioned Christ- 
mas day forit. I sent out notices to all the pastors of 
our churches, and to all the church clerks whose ad- 
dresses were in my possession, by private communica- 
tion as well as through the HERALD. 

The funds in the treasury of the Convention are small, 
and Ihave not felt justified in finally severing my rela- 
tions with the Milford Church at present, ause it 
seemed to me best to make the office useful to the broth- 
erhood, and not simply a burden. 

I have had but very little to discourage, and very 
much to encourage and increase our hopefulness of good 
results; not the foast thing noteworthy being the almost 
universal manifestations of sympathy with the secre- 
tary in the work. The editor of the HERALD oF GosPEL 
LIBERTY has kindly opened the columns of the paper to 
the secretary of the Convention, and has even named a 
department in the paper “The Quadrennial Conven- 
tion,” which he bas offered to make permanent, and 
which, of course, the secretary does not decline, on ac- 
count of the interests of the cause, notwithstanding the 
extra labor made necessary. In that connection the only 
unfavorable symptom was the complaint of some, the 
number unknown to the secretary, who considered the 
amount of agitation in the HerRALp to be too great. 
This was not the fault of the editor, but solely of the 
secretary, if it was a fault at all, for I had by private 
letters called the attention of many brethren to the ne- 
cessity of agitation, and many of the articles which ap- 
peared were in response to such personal request. It 
seemed to the secretary necessary prominently to adver- 
tise the collection if it were to be made successful. 

This meeting of the Executive Board necessitates the 
payment of the traveling expenses in full of its mem- 
bers who are not trustees of the Christian Publishing 
Association, and (in proper proportion with the Chris 
tian Publishing Association), in part, of those members 
who are trustees of that body. The amount of funds in 
the treasury, which is available except for educational 
purposes, is small, only $169.11. Also, the salary of the 
secretary and his disbursements are steadily going on, 
and it has been considered by some advisable that an 
extra collection should be taken up for the Convention 
itself; to be out of the regular order. In fact the board 
has already voted to that effect. As the next regular 
collection is the Home Mission collection, and as the 
customary day for that has been Children’s Day, it may 
be advisable to appoint this extra collection on Easter. 
If there is no action of the Executive Board I will so ar- 
range it; and from that time on the collections willsuc- 
ceed each other in their order, as appointed by the Con- 
vention, and all of them upon prominent days except 
the Foreign Mission collection. The regular order 
through the year bsing—Education on Easter, Home 
Mission on Children’s Day, Foreign Mission in the au- 
tumn, and the Convention on Christmas. 

I think that we should take great care not t> allow the 
idea to become prevalent that the Convention work 
annuls other forms of canvass, or other appeals to the 
brotherhood. Y 

It becomes my duty to’secure the organization of the 
district conventions. This work I shall leave until I can 


get the other work started.

Isimply bring the subject before the board. I have 
seneivel suggestions from N. W. Crouse, under date of 
December 8th, as follows: “3.

‘The latter wou!d be about 50 cents per member, and does 
not seem to me to be toomuch. Thesum being fixed, or 
decided upon, then secretary, pastor, and everybody 
should werk to accomplish this result. Each church 
should be econ Serene nae thesecretary should 
try to be present to helpand encourage at as many places 
as possible. If any member, or members, have pledged 
or subscribed, or paid at the last Convention or since for 
on or more of the objects for which collections are 
to be taken, their names should be taken also by the pas 
tor, or whoever canvasses the church, and whenever the 

ledge or subscription is paid, due credit should be given 
by the secretary to the church where the member or 
members paying holds membership.” 

These suggestions may be of importance, especially 
after the work is in progress more actively than at pres- 
ent. 

It has been suggested that the secretary might, with 
ee to the cause, leave his present church and as- 
sume a charge elsewhere, Erie being suggested. After 
considerable thought the plan does not impress me fa- 
vorably; for a less part of my time would be given to the 
Convention work than at Milford,where my acquaintance 
is wide and I do not devote my energies to the building 
up of a new enterprise. 


(The secretary here brought before the board an in- 
quiry that had been made as to what percentage of the 
receipts of the quarterly collections would be given to 
agents for securing the taking of these collections and 
for certain other services, to which the secretary had re- 
plied as follows:) 


“Dear Brother,—Your letter of December 29th, by 
postal-card, was received. I will bring the matter which 
you speak of up before the Executive Board, but I do 
not favor, as far as Iam concerned, the idea—it makes 
so much machinery. I would prefer for you to have 
some of the officers already existing in churches and 
conferences to do the duties of which you speak; but 
there is no pay received by anybody in this Convention 
work except the secretary of the Convention, and I do 
not suppose the Executive Board would feel like sing- 


ling out any one and paying for services there which are | 0 


rendered gratuitously elsewhere. The quarterly collec- 
tion I myself call for in each church, and I myself am 
in correspondence with each conference president. How 
could we know that the collection taken up was not the 
effect of my own agitation for which the Executive Board 
pays me?

REV. WILLIAM LINsCOTT. 

The HERALD of January 6th brings to us the sad 
intelligence that this dear brother passed from labor to 
reward December 29th at 3 p.m. While we hope to 
see articles from the pens of Elders Hanger, Rolph, 
Brown, and others who have known him long, yet we 
feel that we must pass to the columns of the dear old 
HERALD some little tribute to the memory of departed 
greatness. Our recollections of Bro. Linscott reach 
back to the year 1863, when he was pastor of our old 
home church, Washington Grove, Ogle County, IIli- 
nois. He told the writer that he read the New Testa- 
ment through when he was seven years old, and had 
nearly memorized it at the age of twelve. In an annual 
address before the conference he stated that in his 
early ministry he used to go through the woods of Ohio 
to his appointments barefoot. He said his first preach- 
ing place was the hull of an old house that was used as 
asheep-pen. Then it was not uncommon for the boy- 
preacher to be disturbed by the rude pioneers who 
played games astride the benches before him. One large, 
sinewy man said, “Come to my barn, my boy, and 
preach, and I’ll protect you,”’ and he was at the front 
with a large whip to keep order. 

We have not at hand the historical facts of our 
brother's life, but can only give a little reminiscence 
here and there. 

Once we heard him preach from Matt. 11: 25, and 
he said, ‘Men were never so high on the mountains as 
to be able to see the stars in the day-time, but they 
have been deep enough in wells.””’ The last discourse 
we heard him deliver was before the conference, and he 
arose and said, “I will give you a rambling talk about 
peace and harmony,” and it proved to be one of his 
master efforts. I can still see his tall form before the 
people and hear the words that fell from his lips like 
one inspired. I will give from memory one short ex- 
tract from that sermon. Here it is, “Grace bending 
from the skies is ready to snatch the most humble peni- 
tent this side of hell; and towering mejesty attending 
grace would elevate him to a throne at the right hand 
of Power.” 

On another occasion we heard him say before the 
people, that when a boy he used to shed tears over the 
gad fate of John the Baptist, and then he compared 
the Christian Church to John the Baptist, and said we 
are the forerunners of the future church. Doubtless 
many friends will recollect his memorable sermon on 
the “Law of Retribution” from the text, “Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?’ Gen. 18: 25. The 
last time we met Bro. Linscott (two years ago last 
September, in conference), Elder Austin Lines (who 
recently passed to his rest a little before our dear 
brother) arose and said he was almost home, his race 
was nearly run, the gates were in view; and Bro. Lins- 
cott arose and said, “Although Bro. Lines was his 
senior by some years, yet discovering as he did the 
symptoms of physical dissolution, and standing on the 
crumbling verge of mortality, he felt that he might yet 
anticipate him in securing the prize.” 

While Elder Linscott was a self-made man, yet in 
the general scope of his research and knowledge he had 
but few equals. He was a great consumer of books, a 
close student, a man of rare attainments, and for more 
than forty years in the ministry, ever bowed with love 
and respect at the shrine of intellectuality. He was 
truly a man of the times and stood abreast with the 
age, and was thoroughly alive to the questions of the 
hour. To say to the general reader that he was a great 
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logician, a fine expounder of God’s Word, a metaphysi- 
cian in no ordinary sense but faintly portrays the 
powers of the man. He has often profoundly enter- 
tained his coadjutors on the floor of conference, and 
when his whole soul was poured out along the line of 
living issues we always felt that a master-mind was 
leading. He did not, like some of us, give his best 
thoughts to the reading world, and now that he is gone 
it will only be the few that have embalmed in memory 
the wonderful utterances of this great defender of truth. 
He was born on the theological battle-field where the 
poundings of heavy guns were heard, and where with 
sectarianism it was war to the knife, and knife to the 
hilt; his radical polemic mental constitution grandly 
fitted him for the fray, and although he lived to see the 
smoke lift from the field and the advent of a milder 
reign ushered in, yet the fire burned brightly on the 
altar of his soul, and with him settled convictions were 
eternal verities. Those that knew him will testify 
that through the years of his ministry he was deeply 
devoted and consecrated to the position and principles 
of the Christian Church. In his presence we always 
felt like a student at the feet of a “Gamaliel,”’ and 
when he stood in the sacred desk we counted it among 
our chief joys tosit in the pew. Before the people he 
was profound in logic, elegant in diction, strong in 
original thought, faultless in grammar, coupled with 


thrilled and electrified his auditors, and permeating, 
and flooding, and crowning all were the scintillations 
and powers of a well-cultured mind. ; 

A little prior to his death Rev. G. A. Brown wrote 
us and said, “Bro. Linscott is near death’s door, and 
when that voice is silent in death, how profound will 
that silence be!” And can it be that that form and 
voice will no longer be seen and heard at the annual

* For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn

Introduction—It is very important to have correct 
views of God—of his mind, disposition, will, grace, 
character, The worshiper will become in spirit and 
life like the disposition and character he beholds in his 
God. Such is the legitimate and unfailing fruitage of 
worship. And also as is a man in spirit and life, so is 
he in enjoyment and usefulness. A good tree can not 
bring forth evil fruit, etc. Now let us endeavor to un- 
derstand our text. In it— 

THE CHARACTER OF GOD IS PRESENTED TO OUR VIEW 
IN THE MISSION OF CHRIST. 


He is not vindictive. God neither possesses nor 
exhibits such a character or disposition toward men, or 
toward any man. 

1. He sent not his Son to subdue the world by civil, 
physical, carnal power or force; to condemn (judge and 
tule) the world as the Jews expected the Messiah to 
Ail that true principles of civil government could 
do to reveal God had been done through Moses. 

2. He sent not his Son to condemn the world by ex- 
ecuting such wrath or penalty of the law upon him, 
or to have it executed upon him, as is justly due to sin- 
ful man, and so vindicate himself, his law, or govern- 
ment, or that he might be propitiated so he could save 
men. Such a disposition can not be perfect in holiness 
nor in happiness. 

3. He sent not his Son that men might hate him, and 
put him to a cruel death, and thus become to the most 
extreme extent criminal and worthy of eternal con- 
demnation, so that they might see that sin is exceedingly 
sinful, or that he could show his love in saving them. 
Such a purpose and act is far beneath noble manhood, 
and infinitely below God. 

II. God is love. In him infinite justice is infinite 
love, and can not be propitiated any more than pure 
white can be whitened; neither can he do evil that 
good may come any more than he can lie. Hence he 
sent his Sdn on a mission of love—to save the world. 

1. He sent him to reveal him aod] to the world— 
to be the brightness of his glory (of: his love, for love 
is God’s glory) by his teachings, life, death, etc., and 
hence— ‘ 

2. He sent him to reveal to men that the spirit or 
disposition of love is a perfect spirit—a holy spirit— 
and that acts of love toward God and men is righteous- 
ness—true holiness—and also that selfishness, envy, 
hatred, etc., is sinfulness, and that to do such things is 
iniquity. 

Having given to his Son all power and grace he 
sent him to redeem from sin whosoever believeth on him 
—whosoever will repent (turn from sin) and seek his 
grace (his perfect love.) To all such he is the power 
of God unto salvation. Heso quickens and inspires 
all such, that love (to God and man) not selfishness, 
reigns in and rules over them. :

FAITH THE CONDITION OF SPIRI1UAL 
SUCCESS. 


Of our divine Master it is recorded, ‘‘And he did 
not many mighty works there because of their un- 
belief.” All that Jesus Christ was then when en- 
gaged in his earthly ministry, in spiritual energy and 
the sublime devotion of love, he is now and ever will 
be. Consequently we may conclude, relative to the 
success of Gospel work, that an active, evangelical 
faith is a prime condition; and that where unbelief 
prevails, Christ will not do many mighty works. In 
the natural world God works without obstruction. 
“He spake, and it was done; he commanded, and it 
stood fast.”” But in the moral and spiritual realms an ac- 
cordant and inter-operative faith is indispensable. God 

_ has endowed man with the power of vision, and created 
light as a perfect medium for its exercise; but God 
will not force open the eyes of any man, or resistlessly 
throw the light upon him, except it be temporarily for 
the purpose of conviction. Faith in God, faith in his 
Word, and a measure of faith in ourselves, are essen- 
tial to a continued manifestation of the divine life in 
us. “For we walk by faith, not by sight.” Individ- 
uals and churches can secure and maintain the divine 
presence and blessing necessary to insure success in 


their work only by a continuous and ever-increasing 
faith. Too often these plain and oft-repeated truths 
are lost sight of in our protracted meeting arrange- 
ments and church-work. The presence of a stranger 
in the pulpit, the novelty of his methods, sensational 
appeals, and high pressure excitement are in many 
instances regarded as important if not actually indis- 
pensable to success. An earnest Christian evangelist, 
admissible variations in method of work and appeal are 
legitimate, and under God’s blessing may contribute 
much to success. But nothing, absolutely nothing, 
can be- substituted for a cultured, earnest, vigorous 
faith. The presence and power of the Holy Spirit 
must be invoked and secured, which implies the turn- 
ing from all sin, and complete consecration of every 
power to the service of truth and God. With these 
spiritual conditions attained and in actual possession, 
the church in the use of its ordinary instrumentalities 
may expect a large success. Itis the duty and privi- 
lege of every church to avail itself of every honorable 
auxiliary available, but in any case, whether with 
ordinary measures or the most efficient outside help, 
let us seek an increase of faith, the presence of the 
Holy Spirit, and then work for the grandest spiritual 
success.

NEW YORK LETTER. 


The third of the “boodle” aldermen, O'Neill, is now 
on trial. A jury was obtained for him far more easily 
than in the McQuade case, since Mr. Brooke, bis law- 
yer, has been sufficiently astute to recognize that need- 
less delays prejudice rather than benefit a defendant. 
So far nothing has developed to indicate that the case 
will terminate differently from that of the famous two 
who are already in Sing Sing. 

The town is just now discussing another painful hor- 
ror. Baltimore discovers in a trunk in an express cffice 
the headless body of a man, with marks which show 
that the ghastly freight had been dispatched from New 
York. Skillful detectives have already followed up 
hidden clues and discovered the identity of the vic- 
tim, and numerous indications which point in one di- 
rection only. Unger, the prisoner, taken into custody, 
has been associated with the murdered man, and in his 
room were found the marks and stains of a bloody 
fray, and knives and a saw covered with tell-tale spots. 
As it now looks the mystery, plotted to remain forever 
hidden, is all uncovered within a single week of the 
perpetration of the crime. 

Affairs in the Roman Catholic parish of St. Stephen’s 
have had many aspects, grave and gay, comical and 
almost tragical. Father McGlynn, the recalcitrant 
priest, has the sympathy of the community, because of 
his liberal attitude in the past. He may be a Catholic 
in his doctrines, but in his thought he is abreast of the 
time. Father Donnelly, who came to supersede him, 
has had a continual round of tribulations. The twenty 
thousand parishioners of St. Stephen’s, to a man and 
to a woman, support Dr. McGlynn. The very servants 
in the rectory refused to attend to Father Donnelly’s 
pressing wants. For his first meal he had to go into 
the kitchen. In the church the altar boys and the 
singers refused to go on with the services. Father 
Donnelly tore down Dr. McGlynn’s name from the 
confessional. Before long he found the sign restored, 
and s guard of Amazons about the place, who refused 
to permit avy one to approach. 

On Sunday last the congregations gathered, but had 
resolved not to contribute a penvy for Father Donnelly 
to handle. They had printed a large number of tickets 
marked “Good for ten cents when Dr. McGlynn is restor- 
ed,” but Father Donnelly’s collectors did not attempt to 
gather the offertory. Before the sermon it was de- 
sired to move the pulpit, which runs on castors. A 
burly attendant started to push it at the proper time, 
but it did not stir. He set his shoulder against it, but 
it did not budge. Then he looked around on the other 
side, and, behold, an old woman at her prayers, too much 
engaged to move or to let the pulpit be moved. A 
policeman had to lead her away before the altar furniture 
could be adjusted. Once the Amazons hustled Father 
Donnelly into the street. An attendant, whom they 
called a spy, they pitched into the street regardless of 
his effect on the cobblestones, or of the cobblestones on 
him. Altogether Father Donnelly has had- so much 
experience in his brief control of the parish that he is 
glad to be relieved by Dr. Cotton who came day before 
yesterday. 

But the notable feature about the case is that Cath- 
olics are learning two things: first that the Romish 
hierarchy is too despotic, and, second, that they can 
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make their feelings understood by withholding sup- 
plies. The people of St. Stephen’s have felt particularly 
) outraged by being locked out of their own church. 
) They realize the injustice of asystem which takes their 
offerings and deprives them of any voice in their con- 
trol. This impression, in my view, is the most inter- 
esting feature Of the imbroglio, far overtopping the 
personal fortunes of St. Stephen’s late pastor. Let 
these be what they may, let him be silenced, or let him 
be restored, the voice of discontent, so loudly raised, 
can never again be wholly suppressed, or the feeling of 
alienation wholly driven away from the boscm of thou- 
sands, who, till within the month, would have smiled to 
think themselves capable of disrespectful action, or 
even thought, toward a cassocked priest. 

The coal heavers’ strike is now followed by that of 
the longshoremen. Foreign and coastwise commerce 
is paralyzed. Some forty thousand men are standing 
on the corners or idling their time in halls or saloons. 
There are no men to unload the steamships, or even to 
get coal aboard the great Sound lines. The Fall River 
passenger steamers are docked, and the ocean steam- 
ships go out twenty and thirty hours late. District 
Assembly 49 threatens, if present action does not com- 
pel the companies to yield, to pursue stil] more drastic 
measures. Meanwhile there is great suffering among 
the poor. We hope, but without much reason, that a 
solution of the trouble may be reached soon, as the 
present results are bad enough without their becoming 
any worre. 

From our old parish at Fall River we are continually 
hearing pleasant tidings, telling of the prosperity of 
the church, and of the success of our esteemed suc- 
cessor, Bro. Merritt, in winning the hearts of the peo- 
ple. Some for whom we labored and prayed much 
have yielded to the Savior, and all indications point to 
a prosperous ministry for Bro. Merritt. The Lord 
grant for him and his things better than we dare to ask.

IS IT.A4 FACT? 

In the Heratp of April 6, 1878, Bro. A. W. Coan, 
says: “That the church of Jesus Christ comprised the 
whole family of God in heaven and in earth, is a propo- 
sition that needs no argument to support. It follows, 
then, that every organization which undertakes to 
represent this one church, and which asks to be called 
by its name, must present terms of fellowship that 
correspond exactly with the original; that is to say, 
we must receive one another as Christ has received us. 
Any attempt to impose other conditions is a usurpa- 
tion; and any organization that does impose other 
conditions, thereby ceases to be a church of Christ and 
becomes a mere human corporation.” 

Is it a fact that any organization that does impose 
other conditions thereby ceases to be a church of 
Christ? Is it not the truth? Suppose a case: You 
engage a man to build you a house, giving him minute 
directions in every particular how you wish every 
part to be made and finished from the beginning to the 
end. The workman begins his work, and as he works 
he thinks to himself: “I have built a great many 
houses, and know better than my employer how his 
house should be made for the greatest convenience, 
durability, and beauty. I will therefore improve upon 
his plan by lengthening this part and making that 
shorter; that I will make higher, this lower; this 
door I will move a little to the right, and that window 
to the left; this room I will widen, and narrow that.” 
The house is finished. You come and examine it. 
The first thing you would be likely to say would be: 
“This is not the house I directed you to make for me. 
It is another house altogether. It may resemble the 
one I wanted in some parts, but it is not the house I 
engaged you to build for me.” Is not this a fact? Is 
it not the truth? When God instructed Moses how 
to build the tabernacle, he said, “See that thou make 
all things according to the pattern showed to thee in 
the mount.” If idoses,in making the tabernacle, had 
changed the length, or width, or heighth, and the 
material and finish of the curtains, would it be God’s 
tabernacle, or Moses’ ? 

Has not the Lord given us directions and a pattern 
how we are to form and build churches? And if we 
deviate from this pattern, is not that which we have 
formed something else than a church of Christ? 
Wher a church has another creed and name than that 
which Christ has given us, and excludes from its 
membership those whom, in other places and at other 
times, it fellowships as Christians, it is evidence suffi- 
cient that it is not a church of Christ.

Eddystone.—Rev. A. N. Henry’s visit with us was 
much enjoyed, and the three sermons he preached we 
listened to with much interest, and felt we would like 
to hear more. Other engagements called him home, and 
overdoing with a cold put me in a condition where I 
have hardly been able to attend my regular appoint- 
ments. We are enjoying a refreshing visit this week 
from our good brother, James Gilfillan, of Bomansville. 
He is spending his- winter vacation of two or three 
weeks visiting old friends, among whom he is disposed 
to number us. He visits during the day, and every 
evening preaches to us the Word. It is a kind of 
recreation and change for him from his school labors, 
and it is edifying and quickening tous. A very cold 
oop Sunday and a funeral yesterday with continued 
cold, has given us small cong tions.

Mistress” being charmingly illustrated by Abbey and Parsons. 
The striking frontispiece, “‘Moose Hunting by Jacklight,” is 
one of Mr. Frost's brilliant illustrations to the paper on 
“Moose Hunting,” by Henry P. Wells. Charles Dudley War- 
ner describes the Bayou Teche Country of Southern Louisiana, 
known as “The Acadian Land,’ very entertainingly, and his 
fellow-traveler, the artist W. H. Gibson, beautifully illustrates 
his text. The war correspondent, Frank D. Millet, contributes 
a sequel to his illustrated description of summer life among 
the Cossacks in the January number. Abraham Cowley’s

A. Abbey. The second part of “Narka,’’ Kathleen O’Meara’s 
dramatic story of Russian life, moves powerfully amid stir- 
ring scenes.

The 2500 employees of the Higgins 
carpet factory, New York, have gone on 
a strike.
